MR. BLAINE’S STATEMENT. 
AN AUTHORITATIVE SHOWING OF HIS SIDE 
OF THE CASE. 

Wasninctor, D. C., Jan, 31.—A reporter 
called Mr. Blaine's attention to the state- 
ment in the New York papers that the in- 
structions to Mr. Trescott, signed by him, 
had been dtaftéed and committed to Mr. Tres- 
cott without the knowledge of the Presi- 
dent. 

After carefully reading the papers handed 
him, Mr. Blaine said: “That statement is 
entirely erroneous. It has absolutely no 
foundation in truth. The instructions were 
not only talked over fully at length with the 
President, but when written were twice read 
to him for criticism and change. Ihave the 
original draft iu my possession, with the 
modifications desired by the President 
clearly noted. It is inconceivable 
that an extraordinary mission, im- 
portant enough to be mentioned In the an- 
nual message to Congress, could be allowed 
to leave the country without the President's 
knowing the instructions by which its action 
should be governed. No friend of the Pres- 
ident could possibly make that suggestion, 
and on his behalt IL repel it. The President 
specifically referred in his message to the in- 
structions given to Mr. Treseott, atid, be- 
sides, what possible interest could I have 
myself in sending an instruction without the 
full knowledge of the President? I was to 
leave the department in a fortnight, and I 
would naturally take care not to send an in- 


struction merely 

TO HAVE IT REVOKED. 
In addition tu all other considerations, I had 
no desire to send Mr. Trescott on a fool’s er- 
rand.” 

“How do you account for the change of 
policy ?” the reporter asked. 

“That is none of my business,” feplied Mr. 
Blaine. “It is the undoubted right of the 
President, as well as of a private citizen, to 
change his mind. Either President Garfield 
or President Arthur saw every dispatch of 
importance that was sent, and no Step was 
taken without the full coneurrence and ap- 
proval of the Executive. During the late 
President's illness no dispatch of any special 
moment was sent either to Peru or Chill, 
The dates will show that I had no reason to 
change my mind as to the wisdom of the 
course marked out. Time, reflection, and 
the development of events have all thé more 
strongly :confirmed me, and I fear that one re- 
suit of the change will be the utter destruchon 
of the commercial interests of the United States 
on the South Pacific Coast.” 

“I see,’ said the reporter, that some papers 
accuse you of an intention or desire to 

ANNEX PERU TO THE UNITED STATES.” 

At this suggestion Mr. Blaine showed some 
impatience. “* Why,” said he, “you migat as 
well talk of annexitig Tetra del Fuego or the 
Island of Juan Fernandez to this country.

The Peruvian Com- 
pany was very anxious to secure the active aid 
of the State Department, and I took special 
pains to guard the United States against any 
committal.

Wasuinetoxr, D. C., Jan. 31.—The pros- 
pect is that the Senate will tomorrow take 
final action on the funding question.

A RUNNING DEBATE 
ofan hour or more. Hawley indulged in a 
long defense of the National banking system, 
repeating in substance the argumeuts set 
forth by Controller Knox in his last report. 
Piumb replied to Hawley. He deelared that 

the latter’s assertion that the Vest amend- 

ment, or, at least, a part of It, was Commu- 
nistic,” was uncalled for, undeserved, and 
an unjust reflection on the Senators who 
supported that amendment. After the de- 
feat of the Vest amendment the next 
proposition before the Senate was that 
offered by Plumb reducing the greenback- 
redemption fund to $100,000,000. An inter- 
esting and very animated discussion took 
piaee at this point. Plumb made 
A VERY INGENIOUS ARGUMENT 
in favor of his proposition, the chief object 
of which, he said, was to use some of the un- 
necessarily large reserve in paying a part of 
the bonded debt. He regarded the National 
debt as dead capital. It represents a hole in 
the ground, made by the enormous waste of 
the War. It was the duty of Congress 
% pay this debt as rapidly as pos- 
Uble, and release the money tied up 
in Government bonds. He expressed 
his belief that it was idle to talk of reviving 
the shipping interests of the country until 
we getrid of much of the National debt. 
lhe money now available for investments 
was going largely into 

RAILROAD-BUILDING, 
where it was used tor speculative purposes. 
Boston and New York capitalists could make 
more money on railroads than in ships, and 
the mage money made available for railroad 
purposes, the sooner would come the time 
when there would be money to invest protit- 
ably in ships. Edmunds and Sherman 
beth made vigorous protests against 
reducing the resumption reserve. Sher- 
man said he regarded the ques- 
tion as to just how much that reserve 
should be asthe most difficult problem that 
tan be stated by any mortal man. He an- 
nounced that the subject was now being con- 
tidered by the Finance Committee. In the 
sourse of his remarks 

SHERMAN 
mid that there is in the Treasury no reserve 
set apart for the rederfiption of United States 
sotes. He said the cash balance was the 
only fund available for that purpose. If he 
nad stated that the resumption fund is a part 
of the cash balance he would have been safe 
from attack. But he did not say that, and 
both Ingalls dnd Plumb assaulted him. 

; INGALLS 
read a paragraph from the Resumption act, 
in accordance with which Sherman, as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, sold $95,500,000 of bonds 
for resumption purposes, the proceeds of 
which in gold, it had generally been sup- 
posed, were held as a resumption fund, 
which could be used forno other than re- 
sumption purposes. Plumb read from Sher- 
man’s own reports, wherein he spoke of 
$140,000,000 as constituting the reserve fund 
for the redemption of United States notes. 
BECK 

proceeded to administer a few of his sledge- 
hammer blows. He referred to Sherman’s 
having arbitrarily fixed on 40 per cent asa 
necessary amount for a resumption reserve, 
and then selling over $95,000,000 of bonds in 
order to make up such a fund, and now the 
ex-Secretary comes into the Senate and pro- 
tests against Congress declaring what it 
thinks to be a sufficient fund for redemption 
purposes.

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 31.—“ Liberty 
with law is fre upon the hearth: liberty with- 
out law is fire upon the floor.” With this 
sentence Mr. Robinson closed the debate upon 
the question of American citizenship this 
morning, which came up in connection with 
the resolution calling upon the State Depart- 
ment for information as to American citizens 
alleged to be imprisoned in England. The 
proceedings of the morning much resembled 
the noted Donnybrook fair. Mr. Richelieu“ 
Robinson has assumed the röle of the lead- 
ing personage at the fair. Whenever he sees 
a head he Wants to hit it, and he is in a very 
unfortunate condition of mind upon the 
Irish question. He seems to consider him- 
self the special champion of the Irish race, 
and to believe that the United States exists 
for the sole purpose of 

AVENGING “THE WRONGS OF IRELAND. 

Mr. Robinson-is burdened with an over- 
whelming. sense of the wrongs of his coun- 
trymen. He thinks that he has been abused 
and misunderstood by the people. He seems 
to feel that he suffers in his own person from 
the oppression of the rules of the House, as 
the Irishmen suffer in British prisons. He 
is as intolerant of the opinion of others as 
he claims that the Old Country is intolerant 
to her Irish subjects. He has become in- 
censed at the ridicule with which his propo- 
sition to destroy the British Empire has been 
received, and he cannot always have his say 
in the House, and does not like it. He would 
not keep in order today, or keep silent until 
he was threatened with the mace. Mr. Orth 
drew a vivid picture of Robinson ip his ship 
sailing up the Thames to destroy London, 
with the Queen sitting solitary upon London 
bridge, crying, “Shake not your gory locks 
at me. 

ROBINSON HAS ENDLESS INVECTIVE 

for Great Britain, but he writhes under the 
ridicule of his colleagues. Mr. Orth made a 
strong speech upon the subject of American 
c¥izenship, which was suggested by the res- 
olution.

IN COMMITTEE. 
TROUBLE IN THE WAYS AND MEANS. 
Spectai Dispatca to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnivnorton, D. C., Jan. 34.—* The Ways 
and Means Committee is in the throes of 
parturition,” said one of the members today, 
“and it is very difficult to say what the result 
will de.“ The committee is very greatly 
divided, and, notwithstanding it was under- 
stood to have been organized in the interests 
of the highest protection, it is evident that 
the protectionists will find some difficuity in 
agreeing among themselves. The McKinley 
bill, it was thought, would have been brought 
into the House for discussion today, but the 
agitation against it in the country has been 
so great that 

MR. KASSON 

this morning moved that the order directing 
it to be reported to the House be rescinded, 
and that it should be withheld in the commit- 
tee, and this motion prevailed. ‘The strong- 
est opposition to this bill is made by 
one class of protectionists. The barbed- 
fence men and the wire men have discov- 
ered that the McKinley bill would compel 
them to pay a duty of $50 a ton for material 
upon which they now pay $9 duty. They 
claim that the bill would ruin their business. 
W hat the fate of the McKinley bill will be is 
uncertain. It is withdrawn for the present, 
as the committee did not desire to have the 
tariff discussion precipi tated upon the House 
at present, and it is quite certain that the bill 
cannot be brought up for consideration with- 
outa general discussion of the tariff ques- 
tion.

A MUCH BROADER PROPOSITION

The subject came up today by the re- 
port, from the Kasson sub-committee, of the 
bill which proposes a tariff commission. 
That bill provides for the appointment of 

A TARIFF COMMISSION 
of nine members from civil life, whose duty 
it shall be to investigate all questions relat- 


ing to the agricultural, commercial, mercan-, 


tile, manufacturing, mining, and industrial 
interests of the country, so far as tho same 
may be necessary to the establishment of a 
judicious tariff or a revision of the existing 
tariff and the existing system of Internal- 
Revenue laws,“ with the direction that the 
commission shall make final report not later 
than January, 1883. The first motion made 
was to strike out the clause and exist- 
ing system of Internal-Revenue laws.” 

THE ABGUMENT 
was that the subject of the tariff was quite 
broad enough for a commission without con- 
sidering internal-revenue questions. This is 
understood to have been a movement against 
the bill and against the principle of a com- 
mission altogether. ‘There are indications 
that, contrary to what had generally been 
expected would be the fact, the most ex- 
treme high tariff men will oppose the com- 
mission plan on the ground that they fear it 
may result in such revision of the tariff as 
will not be acceptable to them. 

THE DEMOCRATS 
on the Ways and Means Committee are mak- 
ing an earnest fightto kill the Tariff-Com- 
mission bill. The Democrats on the cominit- 
tee, with the exception of Mr. Randall, are 
opposed to the commission. Mr. Kelley and 
Mr. Randall each desire a reduction of in- 
ternal taxation this session, and they are 
cousequently opposed to leaving that ques- 
tion to be disposed of by the commission. 
Messrs. Carlisle, Morrison, and Tucker will 
vote for the retention of the internal- revenue 
feature in the Kasson Commission bill, be- 
lieving that, if it is adopted, Randall, Kelley, 
and possibly one or two other advocates of 
the immediate reduction of internal taxation 
will unite with them at the end in voting 
against reporting the bill to the House. At 
the same time the Democrats admit that the 


chances are in favor of the bill being re- 


ported to the House as originally prepared 
by the Kasson sub-committee, but they be- 
lieve that, when it is before the House, those 
Republicans who favor the immediate reduc- 
tion of internal taxation will, to carry their 
point, vote against and defeat the measure. 
The Democrats are very anxious to have the 
McKinley bill brought in ſiamedlately, be- 
cause they think it will be loaded down with 
riders which will defeat it.

Mr. Henderson, who has charge of the 
Hennepin Canal bill, will make an effort to 
have this committee, to Whom it was re 
ferred, take it up at the first meeting next 
week, and, if possible, get the members of 
the committee to agree to hold a meeting 
every day to discuss it until it is ready for 
the House. Ger. Henderson is hopeful of 
the passage of the bill. He said today thatit 
would pass if the Lilinois delegation were 
solidly for it. He was sure, he said, of a 
solid delegation from lowa, trom Minnesota, 
and from Michigan, and hoped for a united 
vote from Lilinois. He was prepared for the 
opposition of the Mississippi River men, but 
expected to have the support of the 
New England and Eastern States. The 
opposition of the river men would be because 
they would fear the diversion of trade from 
down the river. Gen. Henderson thought it 
was necessary for Western interests that 
there should be another outlet. He was of 
the opinion that the West demanded the op- 
portunity to reach the markets of this coun- 
try bya cheap water route, while it was per- 
fectly willing that the channel for exports 
down the Mississippi should be kept open 
and improved. It is believed that the only 
opposition to the Hennepim project in the 
Illinois delegation will come from Mr. 
Singleton, who is in- favor of the route down 
the Mississippi. 

THE ELECTIONS COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE 
reached its first decision In a contested case 
this morning, deciding adversely on the 
claim of Lanier, of Louisiana, to the seat 
now occupied by King. The case has prac- 
tically gone by default, Lanier having taken 
no steps to secure evidence, claiming that he 
could not &0 so without protection. The time 
in which testimony could be taken havjng 
expired, the committee was obliged to dis- 
miss the case, Lanier, however, wants an 
investigation.

paratus solve the problem of how to destroy 
ironclad ships. 
THE NAVY. 

Mr. Harris was directed by the Naval Com- 
mittee, of which he is Chairman, to report a 
bill to provide for a pefmanent construction 
fund for the navy. It is substantially his 
bill of last year, with some unimportant 
amendments. It was unanimously adopted. 
The report which accompanies it is brief, 
and is devoted almost wholly to the object 
sought by the bil—namely: First, the re- 
moval of the old material and old ships; 
second, prohibition upon the Secretary of 
the Navy to rebuild old vessels at a cost of 
more than 40 per cent; third, to compel Con- 
gress to make direct appropriations for new 
construction, and depriving the Secretary of 
the Navy of any power to construct vessels; 
fourth, the establishment of a special fund 
for the work of reconstruction. The meas- 
ure will be pressed with all the vigor of the 
united Naval Committee. 

THE MONITOR. 

That committee also reported today a bill 
in favor of appropriating $200,000 for the 
officers and crew of the Monitor on account 
of their battle with the Merrimac. 

EADS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Jan. 31.—Capt. Eads 
says the transcontinental railroads are en- 
deavoring to defeat his ship canal measure 
in Congress, and that the railroads have act- 
ive agents at work against it. He said to- 
night that when Page, of California, was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Committee on Com- 
merce, he kuew the Ship Canal bill, which 
had been referred to that committee, would 
not have a fair show, therefore he got Buck- 
ner to move the discharge of the com- 
mittee from consideration of the Dill, 
and that this motion was adopted 
in the House about two weeks ago. 
Capt. Eads states that, notwithstanaing this, 
Page appointed a sub-committee, with him- 
self as Chairman, to consider the bill, and, 
at a meeting of this sub-committee last 
night, an adverse report was adopted. This 
morning at the regular meeting of the Com- 
merce Committee, when Page proposed to 
submit his adverse report, Mr. Buckner in- 
terposed, and informed the committee they 
had nothing to do with the bill—that it was 
neither before them nor the House, and the 
committee could not take any action with 
reference to it. “This,” said Eads, in con- 
clusion, “shows what methods are being re- 
sorted to to defeat the bill.”

FREE WHISKY. 
NORTH CAROLINA DEMANDS EDUCATION AS 
WELL AS FREE WHAISKY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago TriBune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 31.—The bill of 
Senator Vanee, of North Carolina, which, in 
the name of education, proposes to repeal 
the tax on whisky without making provision 
by the National Government for education, 
may meet with approval in many parts of 
North Carolina, but there are some intelli- 
gent people there who are interested enough 
in public education to say that the present 
condition of illiteracy in that State 
is a disgrace, and that some pro- 
vision, ‘State or National, must be 
made to educate the illiterate white 
and colored. One of the most prominent 
newspapers in North Carolina goes so far 
even as to say: Either the tax must be in- 
creased so as to enlarge the school fund, or 
the State must obtain help frem the public 
lands or other sources.” There seems to be 
no constitutional suggestion that the Federal 
Government may not help in such a senti- 
ment as that. Twenty-two per cent of the 
whites in Mr. Vance’s State are 

AS IGNORANT AS THE SLAVES 

that have been liberated, and, notwithstand- 
ing there are in the State, white and colored, 
463,975 who can neither read nor write, the 
State appropriates less than $400,000 an- 
nually for purposes of education, The Wil- 
mington Star, recently received here, speak- 
ing upon this question of illiteracy in the 
Southern States, says: 

The census of 1880 shows that there was 7 per 
cent of whites and 47 per cent of colored in the 
United States who could not read. Here are the

Tur arrangements for the organization of 
a new line of fast steamers between this 
country and Europe haye 80 far progressed 
that the scheme is now looked upon asa 
certainty. The new company propose to 
build at first three ships, sailing weekly, and 
to increase the number as business warrants. 
Vessels are promised which in ordinarily 
good weather will make 500 miles a day and 
accomplish the trip inside of six days. They 


will save 270 miles of water travel and all de-

A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Times 
has had an interview with the Hon. Jonathan 
Norcross, whe was the last Republican can- 
didate for Governor of Georgia, upon political 
prospects in that State.

Ir appears that the grand jury experiences 
a great deal of difficulty in obtaining the 
facts necessary to the indictment and suc- 
cessful prosecution of the proprietors of the 
large number of gambling-houses in full 
biast daily and nightly in Chicago. Natur- 
ally it would be expected that the requisit 
information on which to frame indict- 
ments could be readily obtained from 
the police authorities, who are supposed 
to have a record ef every person 
owning, interested in, or employed in the 
gambling-houses; for it is the boast of Mayor 
Harrison that under his system of ‘oleration 
aud leniency he has succeeded so well in 
“regulating” the evil of gaming that no 
cheating or dishonest practices are resorted 
to in any of the houses. Under a system of 
espionage and regulation“ as perfect as 
this, there should surely be some knowledge 
on the part of the police officials which 
if communicated to the grand jury 
would enable that body to identify 
and return indictments against the act- 
ual proprietors of the gambling-iets. 
It for lack of this information the grand 
jury should fail to find true bills in the cases 
of from twenty te forty gambling-house pro- 
prietors peopie will be apt to conclude, and 
not without reason, that the police authori- 
ties are either grossly ignorant of matters of 
which they should be informed or else have 
withheld information for the protection of 
the gamblers.

Ir there shall be anything like a general 
panic in France, and such a result may be 
reasonably expected from past experience, it 
will exert considerable influence upon the 
finances, and especially upon the speculative 
enterprises, of this country. Significarit in- 
dications of this fact are already to be noted. 
The failure of the Union Générale was ac- 
companied by the announcement that $5,000,- 
000 of gold had been withdrawn from the 
Bank of England for the relief of the bank- 
ing interests in Paris, and that the. Bank of 
England had raised the rate of discount to 6 
per cent in order to protect its gold reserve. 
The effect of this was felt in New York im- 
mediately by a draft for $2,500,000 of gold. 
which was shipped in the very first steamers 
that sailed. As the money market tightens 
in France, drafts will continue to be made on 
Engiand, no matter what rate of discount 
may be fixed; and as the interest on loan- 
able funds increases there American securi- 
ties will be returned to this country in ex- 
change for money. It is believed that the 
United States can spare a large amount of 
gold, éstimated as high as $100,000,000, but 
any considerable drain is sure to produce a 
certain stringency in the money market, and 
the rise in interest, along with the retarn of 
American securities, can hardly fail to 
hasten the tendency to a decline in the price 
of stocks which have been regarded as spec- 
F ulative and insecure during several months 


past.

By the burning of a large building on the 
corner of Park row and Beekman street, in 
New York City, yesterday forenoon, prop- 
erty to theamount of $1,000,000 or more was 
destroyed, and a number of persons, not 
definitly known, but at a late hour last even- 
ing estimated at six or seven, lost their lives. 
The building was almost exclusively oceu pied 
by people engaged directly or indirectly 
in the printing and publishing business. A 
number of weekly papers, among them the 
Observer, the Scientific American, the Tur?, 
Field, and Farm, the Scottish American, 
and others had their offices re, and there, 
too, several leading adve agencies 
were located. Adjoining, and separated by 
a party wall, was the office of the New York 
Times, which narrowly escaped complete 
destruction, and near by was the post-office 
building, which was at one time thought to 
be in great danger. In the rickety old fire- 
trap in which the flames originated, and 
which should long ago have been remodeied 
or else pulled down as 4 dangerous structure, 
were employed perhaps 500 people, who 
were all at work when the fire broke out in 
the hall on the lower floor, The rush for 
safety through the narrow passage devel- 
oped with terrible force the danger that 
had long been known to exist, The means 
of égtess were shamefully insufficient, 
and an awful horror filled the hearts 
of the vast multitude which assembled in 
the City-Hall Park as spectators of the 
frightful drama. ‘I'he scenes as described in 
our dispatches were fearful almost beyond 
Imagination —500 people penned up like rats 
in a blazing trap, leaping from the windows 
to find death on the cruel pavement below, 
or falling back inte the flames through fear 
of taking the appalling leap; 100,000 people 
gathered to watch the issue of life and 
death, and powerless to save or sue- 
cor. M was a horror which re 
flects lasting shame and disgrace upon 
the municipal authorities whose negligence 
permitted the crowding of a building so 
lacking in opportunities for the escape of 
the people employed inside, and which sug- 
gests for Chicago as well the necessity of in- 
creased vigilance in the enforcement of the 
ordinances relative to the safety of public 
buildings and business blocks. 


FOR FREE WHISKY AND IGNORANCE. 

In every country of the globe where dis- 
tilled spirits are produced there is a direct 
tax imposed on its manufacture and on its 
sale. It is regarded by universal civiliza- 
tion as one of these productions which for 
purposes of potation are more or less igjuri- 
ous to mankind, and, as its use is wholjy op- 
tional, it is especially a proper commodity to 
be taxed, not only as a production, but as an 
article for sale. It is true that, until the 
War necessitated extraordinary revenues, 
thére was no National tax levied in the 
Gmited States on distilled liquors, but this 
was due not to any question as to the propri- 
ety of such tax, but simply beeanse revenue 
from that or any other form of internal tax 
was not needed by the Government. The 
magnitude of the public debt has rendered it 
iimpossible to dispense with the unusual 
taxes during the years that have intervened. 
In the meantime the conditions of the 
country have changed. Five millions 
of people who tor 
been in profound ignorance have been 
elevated from slavery to political freedom; 
they have been clothed with political equality 
and with the right of suffrage. The taxation 
of the War has been even more general upon 
the people for local purposes than for the 
National support. Each State, county, town, 
and village has felt the exactions of the tax- 
levy, ana the decrease of the National debt 
has witnessed the growth of that of State and 
municipality. 

During those years @grtain States have 
struggled to maintain a school system hav- 
ing for its purpose to place within the reach 


‘of all its inhabitants of school age the op- 


portunity of obtaining a common-school edu- 
cation. In the State of Illinois the ex- 
penditure for this purpose averages six 
millions of dollars annually; in other States 
less favored as to means the expenditure has 
been proportionately less; while in still oth- 
ers, and especially where illiteracy has been 
more extensive, the expenditures have been 
inconsiderable. The want of means, the 
poverty of the victims of the War, and per- 
haps the prejudices of the people, have pre- 
vented much progress in this direction. 

Just at this time two rival propositions are 
submitted to Congress. One of these is that 
$50,000,000 of the surplus revenue of the 
United States derived from the tax on intox- 
icating drinks shall be annually distributed 
among the several States, according to popu- 
lation, to be applied by the several States to 
the support and maintenance of common 
schools therein. The other proposition is to 
reduce the tax on distilled spirits 40 per cent 
this year, With the understanding that the 
whole tax shall be repealed in the near 
future. 

The two propositions reduced to their direct 
resultsare: 1. To vote $50,000,000 a year to es- 
tablish and support common schools in all the 
States of the country. 2. To vote $50,000,000 
as an annual donation from the National 
Treasury to the persons engaged in the man- 
ufacture and sale of whisky. 

To those States which have school systems 
this donation of $1 per head of their poptila- 
tion will rélieve the public from that much 
local tax, or enable them to enlarge and per- 
fect their school systems; to those States 
which haye weak and struggling systems, 
and which are now laboring under heavy local 
taxation, this donation from the Treasury 
will prove an invaluable means of büllding 
up systems where there are now none, and of 
helping and aiding the public to improve and 
strengthen the now weak and wholly in- 
adequate means for supporting schools. 

On the other hand, the repeal or red 
of the legal rate of tax will benefit no one 
save the comparatively few persons who have 
distilleries, It will not reduce taxation to 
consumers. The persons who consume the 
distilled spirits, and who, in fact, now pay 
the tax, do not ask the repeal of 
the tax; to them it will make no difference

The Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress who oppose Logan’s 
bill are clamorous fer free whisky, more 
whisky, more grogshops, more drunkards, 
more paupers, and more dividends for the 
distilling companies, and their argument is 
thus stated by one of their lobby:

THE RELIEF OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

The various plans for the relief of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States fall into 
two general classes. The object of one class 
of bills is to divide the court into chambers, 
so that it may conyeniently dispose of all the 
business which shail be brought before it; 
the object of the other class is to limit ap- 
peals, and so restrict the business of the 
court. It is admitted on all sides that the 
court is now overburdened. It is so much 
in arrears that a substantial injustice is done 
to suitors through the unavoidable delay of 
the Judges in reaching new cases. More- 
over, the attention of the Judges is too much 
taken upin the consideration of trivial and 
frivolous matters of fact which ought never 
to be brought to the notice of the Supreme 
Court. 

Manning’s bill may be taken as tlie best 
representative of the class which proposes to 
divide the court inte chambers. It provides 
that the court shall be composed of three 
divisions, over which the Chief Justice and 
two Associate Chief Justices shall respect- 
ively preside. Common-law causes would 
be assigned to one division of the court, 
equity causes to another, and revenue and 
aimiralty causes to the third. Thecotrt sit- 
ting en banc would consider cases involving 
thé construction of a statute, or the interpre- 
tation of the Constitution, or a treaty, and 
appeals from the Supreme Court of a State 
or Territory. 

Mr. Manning’s bill is now before the Judi- 
ciliary Committee of the House. It is open to 
grave constitutional objections. ‘The Consti- 
tution provides that there shall be but “one 
Supreme Court,” and, frivolous as this ob- 
jection may seem to be on first sight, it is 
serious enough to cause several of the Jus- 
tices of the court to withhold their approval 
from Manning’s bill. 

The plan of establishing intermediate 
courts is advocated by Judge Davis, and is 
said to be favored by all the Judges of the 
Supreme Court with one exception. Judge 
Davis has a comprehensive bill covering the 
whole subject now pending in the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate. It accomplishes 
the same purposes as Manning’s bill, butina 
different way. Judge Davis’ bill proposes to 
establish in each of the judicial cireuits of 
the United States a Court of Appeals. to con- 
sist of the Justice of the Supreme Court as- 
signed to that cireuit, the Circuit Judge, and 
two of the District Judges within the cir- 
cuit. Appeals may be taken to this court 
when the amount claimed or the value of 
property in controversy exceeds $500, and in 
all criminal cases, but no writ of error shall 
operate as a stay of proceedings, except in 
capital cases. The decision of the Court of 
Appeals upon questions of fact (except as 
otherwise provided) shall be final and conclu- 
sive. A review upon questions of law may be 
had where the matter in controversy exceeds 
the sum or value of $10,000, or where the 
adjudication involves a question upon the 
construction of either the Constitution or a 
treaty or law of the United States, or where 
the court shall certify that the adjudication 
involves a legal question of sufficient impor- 
tance to require that the final decision thereof 
shail be made by the Supreme Court. But 
questions may also be certified up in this 
manner when the Judges of the Circuit 
Court are divided in opinion and upon 
issues of law and fact involving the validity 
or infringement of a copyright or patent. 
When the Court of Appeals of any circuit 
shall suffer through an accumulation of busi- 
ness the Supreme Court may order a transfer 
of causes from such court to another court 
of the same class not suffering from such 
excess of business. 

Judge Davis’ bill is rational, clear, and 
comprehensive. It covers nearly all of the 
points that have been raised in connection 
with the various measures designed to re- 
lieve the Supreme Court. The Yundamental 
feature of the bill is, of course, the provision 
that in ordinary civilcauses the sum or value 
of the matter in controversy must be $10,000 
to warrant an appeal to the Supreme Court. 
The law as it now stands fixes the limit in 
such cases at $2,000, But there is no reason 
why the time of the Supreme Court should 


| of important matters upon it demand that it 
should be relieved of all the mere routine of 
litigation. 


Questions involving the interpretation of 
the Constitution, or a treaty, or the validity 
of a statute, or appeals from the Supreme 
Courts of States or Territories on matters af- 
fecting the of eitizens, may woll be 
brought to attention of the Supreme 
Court. But appeals in other cases ought to 
be strictly limited. Judge Davis’ bill, if any- 
thing, allows too mugh liberty in this re- 
spect, but it is specially designed particularly 
to obtain the approval of the most ébnserva- 
tive lawyers, and in this respect it is well 
adapted to accomplish its purpose.

A JAY COOKE FAILURE IW PARTS. 

The Union Générale of Paris is but little 
known in this couutry. It is probable that 
even a great majority of American mer- 
chants, bankers, brokers, and commission- 
men never heard of it until a fortnight ago. 
Yet the failure of that institution, just re- 
ported, may have a marked influence upon 
tinancial affairs in this country, and it is al- 
most certain to be followed by widespread 
disaster to speculators in France, and sympa- 
thetic depression in all the European capitals 
and money-centres. 

There is reason to think that many points 
of resemblance will be developed between 
the failure of Jay Cooke in 1873 and the re- 
cent collapse of the Union Générale, though, 
happily for the American people, the scene 
has been changed. 

Eight years ago last fall speculation in 
this country had reached the climax of reck- 
lesness. There was a universal appearance 
of prosperity, and even the most cautious 
men had been betrayed Into a confidence 
that there was no limit to the process of de- 
velopment, the scope of enterprise, or the 
rise in values. Mr. Jay Cooke was one of 
the giant operators of the time. He con- 
trolled a vast rauge of enterprises. He was 
at the head of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company. He had banks in Philadelphia, 
New York, Washington, and London. He 


Was interested in the construction of new 


harbors. He was the owner of immense 
properties, laid out new towns, built 
churehes, yachts, and palaces, and was ready 
aud eager to take hold of every suggestion 
looking to the accumulation of wealth. He 
enjoyed to the fullest extent the confidence 


ot the American people. He was a Chris- 


tian statesman, and had the good will and 

influence of the Protestant Churches of the 

country of almost every denomination. A 

quast religious weekly in New York—the 

Independent—was recognized as his organ. 

Money was poured in upon him for invest- 
ment from religious funds, trust funds, es- 

tates, and individual savings of church peo- 

ple, both large and small. Had there been a 
suggestion of a panic, of which no one 

dreamed, Jay Cooke would have been gener- 
ally believed to be about the last man in 
danger of failing; he was really the first to, 
fail, and dragged hundreds and thousands 
along with him in a common collapse which 

wiped out hundreds of millions in inflated 
Values. 

The first announcement of Jay Cooke’s 
failure, portentous as it was, conveyed no 
idea of the subsequent suffering. There was 
a generai feeling that affairs would be 
straightened out soon, and that business 
would be resumed shortly on the same plane 
as before. Instead of this, matters grew 
worse, the depression extended, contraction 
went on, distrust deepened, and the con- 
tagion of hard times spread intoa frightful 
epidemic during the succeeding five years. 
The history of that epoch is well known to 
the present generation, which passed through 
it, and people have only recently begun to 
dismiss its bitter experiences from their 
minds. 

The Union Générale of Paris was a cor- 
poration organized upon a purpose similar to 
that whic actuated Jay Cooke in his deal- 
ings. It had the confidence and support of 
the Catholic Church, as Jay Cooke enjoyed 
the confidence and support of the Protestant 
Churches in this country. With a capital of 
100,000,000 franes, it organized and directed 
the investment and management of perhaps 
ten times that large amount of money. It 
was not merély a banking institution; but, 
like Jay Cooke, it was ready to exploit all 
manner of speculative schemes. It was es- 
sentially a promoter of speculation. Men 
with ideas or visions went to the Union 
Générale to secure the capital for experi- 
menting; Catholic men, women, and chil- 
dren with savings gave their money to the 
Union Générale for investment. The company 
was an intermediate agent between the 
péople who had money and the people who 
had none. It was a diversified Crédit-Mo- 
bilier—not confined, as was the American 
corporation of that name, vo the construction 
of a railroad, but equally ready to build rail- 
roads, start factories, sail balloons, or lend 
the money to anybody else who was desirous 
of embarking in any particular spéculation. 
It was ah organized entrepreneur, more 
liberal with the money at its command than 
individual ‘speculators are, because the 
money belonged to other people. The Union 
Générale was probably a nearer approach 
than any effort of late years to John Law’s 
Mississippi scheme or the wild ventures 
known under the genera! designation of the 
South Sea Bubbles. 

It is easy to trace as close a similarity be- 
tween Jay Cooke and the Union Générale as 
it is possible there should be between an in- 
dividual operator and a combination of 
spéculators, and it is only reasonable to infer 
that the collapse of the Union Générale in 
Paris will have much the same result in 
France that followed the failure of Jay 
Cooke in this country. Certain allowance is 
to be made for an important difference in 
conditions. There was unquestionably much 
more inflation in the United States in 1878 
than there is in France at the present time. 
The difference in the kind of enrreney alone 
will largely serve to reduce the extent of 
financial troubles likely to come upon 
the French peovie, France has a cur- 
reney of gold, silver, and redeemgbie paper 
at par with each other. The paper- 
currency of the United States at the time of 
the Jay Cooke failure was badly depreciated 
and irredeetable, and no coin was in circu- 
lation. A long process of contraction was 
unavoidable in order to place the currency 
on the same level as that of France today. 
There is also a great difference’ in the condi- 
tion of the people of France now and that of 
the American people eight years ago. Our 
panic came in the midst of an inflation which 
followed upon the great Civil War; nearly 
everybody was in debt—m ultitudes hopelesly 
so—and there was necessity for general liqui- 
dation. France has been noted during the 


combat is akin to the right of revolution—no- 
body can deprive anybody of it. There is 
little doubt that the Secretary of War, in or- 
dering the discharge of Gen. Carr from arrest, 
is guilty of “disrespect” to Gen. Wilcox— 
not according to the Articles of War, per- 
haps, but certainly according to the code 
duello.

We grieve to say that 
“disrespect” for Gen. Wilcox seems to be 
spreading with imminent danger of becom- 
ing epidemic. It is almost as prevalent as 
small-pox, but not so fatal. The grossest 
case is that of the Tucson (Arizona) Citizen, 
before alluded to in these columns. But in 
that ease Gen. Wilcox has a remedy. The 
Citizen is in Gen. Wileox’s bailiwick, It is 
certainly guilty of riot, if net of rebellion, 
for each of its numerous acts of “ disre- 
spect”’ may be regarded as a riotous person 
‘conspiring with all the others to break down 
the authority of the Genera! commanding the 
Department of Arizona. We expect hourly 
to hear that Gen. Wilcox has issued a 
proclamation declaring the office of the Citi- 
zen in a state of flagrant “ disrespect,” 
equivalent at least to flat burglary.“ wind- 
ing up with the declaration of martial law. 
Even while we write the editor of the Citizen 
may be trembling, like the guilty thing he is, 
in his cane-seat chair while Gen. Wilcox’s 
cannon thunder forth the great commander’s 
wrath at the front gate!

The promoters of this 
bill must be very sanguine if they believe 
it will get through the Senate without 
amendment. The Senators from the small 
States will be banded together in opposition 
to it. Such compensation as these States 
have in the Senate for their want of repre- 
sentation in the House they will be apt to use 
when the bill comes up for consideranon. 
They may compare the above figures with 
the average constituencies of the districts in 
the largest States thus: 


All these States would have an average 
considerably less than the ratio, while all the 
small States would have an average consider- 
ably above the ratio. Not only so; but itis 
the fact thatin the old plan of distribution the 
four large States would still have an average 
constituency below the ratio for a single 
member. This will appear from the follow- 
ing figures:

LAUDERDALE County, Tennessee, under- 
took to shirk out of the payment of $28,000 of 
bonds which the citizens had voted to aid in 
building a railroad.

It is safe to predict that the Justices will put 
on the tax rather than pay the debt themselves. 
If Judge Hammond's doctrine could be uni- 
versally applied, town and county debts would 
be less carelesiy contracted, and their pay- 
ment less frequentiy evaded. Judge Ham- 
mond’s remedy may be somewhat harsh, but it 
is no doubt effectual. The Justices will not 
hesitate long between thé alternative of obey- 
ing the Court or baving their own property soid 
to satisfy the judgment against the county.

THE RBGYPTIAN MUDPDLE—THE KHEDIVE 
PLAYING A DOUBLE GAME. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 17,—The Anglo- 
Freneh deciaration to the Khedive is still 
eansing much anxiety in the highest official 
circles here, partly because ft is regarded as 
possibly the precursor of amore energetic | 
intervention on thie part of the English and 
French Governments, and partly because it 
is considered as a proot that the Khedive is 
wavering in his allegiance to the Sultan. 
Tewtik had given, it is said, through his con- 
fidential agents, the most unqualified assur- 
ances of submission to the Imperial will, and 
how he receives a formal promise of 
protection from two foreign Powers. 
The inference drawn from these facts 
is that he is now inclined to lean on 
these Powers rather than on his own sover- 
eign. It becomes more than ever necessary. 
therefore, for the Sultan to coneiliate the na- 
tional party in Egypt, and strenuous efforts 
will now be made in this direction. Already 
the semi-official press is declaring that his 
Majesty is resotved to maintain and eonsoli- 
date the antonumous privileges which Hgypt 
enjoys, and that the legitimate aspirations of 
the Egyptian people can find their realiza- 
tiom only in the protection of the Caliph. As 
soon as the text of the joint declaration was 
received here, some members of the Cabinet 
proposed that the Porte should not merely 
send a protest to Paris and London, but 
should at the same time send a cireular to 
the other Powers, requesting their assistance 
against the arbitrary intervention of France 
and England. It is a significant and a good 
omen that this mode of procedure, which 
would have given Egyptian difficulfies: the 
character of a European question, was not 
adopted, 

ALEKANDRIA, Jan. 18.—The President of 
the Egyptian Parliament yesterday pre- 
sented to the Ministers an elaborate project 
of Parliamentary organization claiming Min- 
isterial responsibility to the Chamber, the 
right te discuss and vote the Budget, and that 
the initiative of all laws should emanate from 
the Parliament.

MY MEN GOT ON BOARD. 


Of course I never indicated an acquaintance 
with any of them. I was in the pilot-house 
with Capt. Atwood when we touched at both 
places, so that I could note the men as they 
came on board and be where they could see me. 
At Maiden, Atwood, observing the unusual 
— age of seeay- look ing men getting aboard, 
said: 

How many skedadlers = coming on this 
morning. These fellows are all well off. They 
ran out of the United States to escape the draft, 
and are now returning. They look bard, but all 
of them have means and are men of posidon.” 

„es, poor fellows,’ I replied, they have 
had a hard time.“ 

We watched them put their rickety — 
on, and when all were aboard we steamed otf. 
J. Yates Beale, my second ofiicer, was in readi- 
ness for the work, and when we left Maiden 1 
gave hima sieaal to assign the men to their 
positions. He did so. A fine engineer, well 
armed, was placed near the engine, and one of 
the men well equipped for the work appointed 
to every important place on the boat. I was in 
the pilot-house, with the Captain; for I pre- 
ferred to deat with him myself. When Beale 
bad everything in readiness be gave the signal 
and |ciapped my revolver, which 1 wore be- 
neath my overcoat, to Capt. Atwood’s head, and 
said: . 

“CAPTAIN, YOU ARE MY PRISONER.” 


“ What's the matter, Cole?“ he asked, io great 
astonishment. 

Mou are my prisoner. Itake possession of 
this ship in the name of the Confederate States 
Government. Go below.“ 

The arrestof the Captain was immediately 
followed by the capture of the men by other 
Soldiers. ben they were all secured we sent 
them below, put the hatches down, and were 
safe from any interruption from that quarter. 
As soon as possible. the passengers were assured 
that they should not be mulested.. The Amer 
ican flag was then hauled down and the stars 
and bars run up, with the announcement: 
“This fag is a guarantee of protection to 
women and children.” This assurance was sa- 
crediy kept, although it cost some effort. The 
reguiar Confederate soldiers who were with me 
were perfect gentiemen, but some of those hired 
from Philadelphia, New York, and other cities 
were not. Itwas necessary to put some of them 
overboard to make good the promise given when 
the Confederate flag was hoisted. ey went. 
About half-past 12, after we had everytbi 
running sujoothly on the Parsons, we — 
Put-in Bay Island. The Island Queen, bound 
for Cleveland, was iying at the wharf 
unioading reight. She carried 4 
large number of passengers, among them 
300 unarmed soidiers to Cleveland to get 
mustered out. We run ulongside of ber, made 
fast, and captured her, as we had done the Par- 
sons, giving and keeping the same assurance of 
protection to passengers, especially women and 
children. We then steered two steamorss to- 
ward Fighting Island. and 

PUT THE PASSENGERS ASHORE. 


There was no possible means of escape and 
therefore no dauger that they would ive warn- 
lug. We then steamed off toward tune Michigan, 
which lay in sight. 

Were your men well armed?’ 

Yes. y bad pienty of first-class revolvers, 
and each man carried a batchet. When I was 
on trial they undertook to put a false construc- 
tion upon object for which these weapons 
were carried. They were simply to be used in 
case of a tight to resist boarders who might un- 
dertake to attack the vessel in small boats. As 
forcibly as | woutd have protected the passen- 
gers of the ships and the women and children, 
so would I bave forbidden any acts of cruelty or 
other things not well recoguized as legitimate in 
modern warfare. 

Before going to Detroit I nad arranged to give 
the officers the Michigan an entertainment 
on board that evening at ö o'clock, and had sent 
the wine and other requisits to the vessel before 
| ieft Sandusky. Therefore my coming on board 
that day excited no suspicion. I left the Par- 
sous in asmdli boat and rowed directly to the 
Michigan. Our plan was to capture the ship by 
strategy. Consequentiy | had arranged this eu- 
tertainment so as to be on board when the work 
was done. The men selected to make the capt- 
ure were to come out from the shure in small 
boats, ostensibly fishing, and surround the 
Michigan. When | went aboard they were to 
draw nearer to the ship. Ata given signal 
from me we were board her, put down the 
butches, and the vea@s! would be ours 

WITHOUT FIRING A GUN. 
Everything worked like a charm, but I was 
sanguine of success and delayed giving the 
signal just one moment too jloug. | was capt- 
ured inyseif instead of capturing the Michigan. 
Looking back upon the whole thing now 
it seems like a Diviue interposition in behalf of 
the Union cause. ns of the Michigan 
were always shotted, l carried on my person 
primers *ith which to ure them. Had we capt- 
ured her, our demand for the surrender of the 
island with the prisoners on it could not have 
been sucvessfully refused. With the only armed 
vessel on the great lakes in our possession, the 
towns and cities on their banks would have been 
virtually atour mercy. With the Parsons and 
Island Queen we had captured, and the Georgian, 
which we had purvhased some time before, and 
which was now piying along the Canada shore 
loaded with arms, we bad ample transportation 
facilities, and, with an iron vessel on Lake 
Michigan, the whole commerce of tho lakes 
would have been absolutely at our command. 
With a Confederate army of 20,000 men added to 
this water advantage stationed in a section 
where our cause had many friends, and where 
discontent at the War was daily spreading, this 
would have given us an advantage that could 
not have been overthrown. 

There were the men all ready and wondering 
why the signal was not given. There was the 
Parsons Queen iymg in sight in the 
hands of friends. On Johnsons Island were our 
3,000 Confederate officers well informed of our 
plans, with 1,500 navy revolvers distributed 
qmong them, and but 600 suldiers gua m. 
The Michigan was the only enemy on the lakes, 
and the one that could be got there.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 31.—In answer to an 
Inquiry trom a physician at Minooka, the Sec- 
retary of the State Board of Heaith writes that: 
“Excessively sore arms always occur (as a result 
ot vaccination) during epidemic outbreaks of 
smali-pox. The very condition which causes 
the epidemic—namely: an unusual sus- 
ert buli; of the stem, in a large 
number of persous, to a specitic 
materia 9 * (true of cholera, as shown by 
the prevalence of diarrhea, of yellow-fever, as 
shown by the prevalence of malarial fevers, 
etc.)—causes the vaccifal poison to produce pro- 
founder effects. The moral of whichis: Don't 
wait to vaccinate until scared into it dy the 
presence of small-pex. It you do 
choose the lesser of the two evils. 
risk of vaceinal complications and troubles.” 

To another questioner, who, like many others 
througout the State, desired information as to 
the results ot using impure virus, the Secretary 
today wrote as follows; “The State Board went 
as far as it hac authority in point out 
of usmg tong-humani vi- 
rus, and recommend bovine from 
approved ra. Wh it is entirely pos- 
sibie some of the deplorable results you have 
seen are due to the use of impure virus—in

SCIENTIFIC BREWING. 


A Course of Lectures Delivered by Dr. 
Bauer on the Physiology ef Beer. 

New YORK, Jan. @.—Close attention was paid 
yesterday by the class attending the course of 
lectures on scientific brewing to an interesting 
discourse, deliverd by Dr. Bauer, on the Physi- 
ology of Beer.” He began by saying that nu- 
tritious substances should possess a series of 
qualities enabling them to contribute to the 
nourishment of the human system. These sub- 
stances are water, inorganic salts (especially 
common kitchen salt), which are combinations 
of potassium and phosphoric acid, hydrates of 
carbon, under which title can be considered com- 
binations of carbon, hydrogen, and oxygen, 
which in the body are decom posed into water and 
carbonio acid, a | producing a con- 
siderable amount of heat, fats and albu- 
minous substances, which contain nitrogen, 
carbon, hyd n, oxygen, and small quantities 
of sulphur and phosphorus. Without fats and 
albuminous compounds no man can live, and be- 
sides them, for his nutrition, the following sub- 
stances are absolutely necessary. Hydrates of 
carbon in varying quantities, inorganic salts and 
water. Beer is rich in the required salts, ite 
ashes containing about 60 per cent of phos- 
phorate of potassium. The use of stimulants is 
so general that certain some siological need 
must exist for them, but their use should be 
limited, as great danger results from their 
abuse. The two most popular stimulants ure 
distilled liquor and beer. The first beverage, 
which has made so many human wrecks, is gen- 
erally produced from laceous cereals, by the 
masbing process, which followed by fermen- 
tation and concentration by distillavon. 
on the other hand, although its production is 
similar to that of brandy, is not distilled, and its 
percentage of aicohol is consequently not only 
very much less, but substances of real outri- 
mental value are retained.

A TALK ABOUT TOAST. 
Mrs. E. P. Ewing, in a lecture on cookery at 
Dearborn Seminary yesterday afternoon, said 
that toasting effectually destroyed yeast germs 
in bread, and conve the insoluble starch 
into a soluble substance resembiing gum, and 
which chémists called dextrine, so that toasted 
bread was incapabie of fermenting and pro- 
ducing tlatulence, or becoming sour on the 
stomach. Bread toasted very dry agreed better 
with a weak stomach than any other bread. 
Indeed, a sensitive stomach would frequently 
digest toast when it would digest no other articie 
of food. Hence toast, which was in general use 
as a diet for invalids, could be safely and 
judiciously recommended fur them at all times; 
and the loose talk induiged in by some seit- 
styled teachers of 2 a bout the extreme 
undbealthfulness of toast, especially when but- 
tered, only gave emphasis to the fact that toast- 
ing bad bread and meim bad butter did not 
improve the quality of either, or render them 
i or unwhoiesome than when in 
their original unregenerate condition. Melting 
or boiling inferior butter would not 
make it proper food for a human stomach, 
and the most skiliful manipulation would 
not convert sour, half - bread into nutri- 
palatable toast. The latter held so im- 
portant a place among foods that every one 
should know how to make it properly. Yet one 
of the best American authoritics on culinary 
matters bas said that only about one in 10,000 
knew bow to make toast, and the lecturer in- 
dorsed the statement, so far as to assert that 
bad toast was the rule, and good toast the ex- 
ception. in making toast three directions 
shoulda be observed: Cut the bread, which shouid 
be somewhat staie, in even slices, about half au 
inch in thickness. It the bread is fresh, slightly 
dry them. Hold each alice a sutlicient distance 
from the fire, which should be of clear. bright 
coals, to keep it fromjburning, and let it brown 
evenly. For this purpose a wire broiler ora 
toasting-fork can be used. When the surface 
of one side becomes a rich, golden color, turn 
and beat che other side in a similar manner. 
until the slice is 8 toasted. Serve the 
moment it is done in a warm plate, dry or but- 
tered, and it will tempt the appetite of cither 
invalid or epicure. Aud the average individual, 
said Mrs. Ewing, might indulge occasionally 
with impunity in a broiled quail or a Boston 
stew, served on toast after this method, without 
the least fear of future regret or discomfort.

FIRE-INSURANCE. 


THE WRITING ON THE WALL—AN ALLEGED MOVE 
ON THE BROKERS’, WORKS. 

The news of the disastrous New York fire was 
received on the street yesterday with varying 
comments on the hard luck of the insurance 
companies at the outset of the year, and predic- 
tions that some of the weaker vessels, which had 
been contending for some time against a gradu- 
ally-diminishing surplus, would now find them- 
selves in au even worse condition, and be com- 
pelled to go to the wall, The natural presump- 
tion was that on a tire like that of yesterday 
about every New York company, and most, if 
not all. of those from outside places represented 
in New York City, were on the risk. Some were 
aiready known to be on “ the ragged edge,” so far 
assurplus was concerned, and the probability 
was that yesterday's joss wiped out that surplus 
entirely for some of them, and reduced it to 
skeletonic proportions for others.

The resuit is, indirectly, 
to diminish the net cost, of Insurance to the 
policyholder, or. in other words, to reduce the 
rates. As agents pay the brokers vut of 
their own commissions, a goodiy number of 
them are naturally inclined to wish the whole 
brokerage system, ineiuding the abuse of it just 
refe to, broken up, on the principle 
that, as fire-insurunce is a palpable necessity, 
people will get it, brokers or no brokers. But 
the “ reforin”’ hasn't got beyond the region of 
talk. It is not a new subject, in its general fase, 
an all previous attempts to wage awar of ex- 
terminacion on the brokers have not met with 
any remarkable degree of success. Those who 
have been through one or two campaigns of this 
sort appear to have had enough of it, and are 
willing to wager a weeks commissions that the 
present revival of the agitation will amount to 
nothing, for the reason that all the agents can- 
not be drawn into an anti-brokers’ combination, 
or wouldn't stay in tf they could. 


COLLAPSED. 
ALFORD & LEWIS, TOBACOO BROKERS, OLOSED 
UP BY THE SHERIFF. 

The house of Alford & Lewis, tobacco brokers, 
doing business at No. 2 State stret, was taken 
charge of by the Sheriff late yesterday after- 
noon to satisfy executions held by the Lake City 
Bank, of Warsaw, Ind., and James McMurray, 
a private banker of the same piace, amounting 
to $10,500, and at a later hour Mr. Lewis, the 
moneyed man of the concern, made an assign- 
ment for the benefit of Bis creditors to George 
Tate, who represents the interests of some 
Eastern parties. 

The debtsot the firm are roughly estimated at 
about $50,000, the largest of which are due in 
New York and Cincinnati for stock. Their as- 
sets are put down at about $20,000, which con- 
sists of stock and accounts, and the prospects 
are that after the executions in question havo 
been settled there will not be more than 25 or W 
cents on the dollar icft for the otner creditors. 

The failure, it appears, was not much of a 
surprise to those acquainted with the affairs of 
the firm, butit was precipitated, it is said, by a 
call from the Warsaw bankers a few days aco, 
who. were not satistied with the examination 
they made into the future prospects of the con- 
cern. As to the cause of the failure, however, thore 
was but one opinion, and that was chat the capi- 
tal of Mr. Lewis bad been gradually eaten up by 
the creation of bad debts and by former unfort- 
unato rtnership alliances. He came here 
from Warsaw, Ind., a few years ago, it appears, 
where he was in the banking business, and, 
without any experience, embarked in the com- 
mercial world as atobaecconist. The first thing 
be did was to borrow money from his Warsaw 
friends, which be has never been able to pay, 
and the next was to procure a partner with ex- 
perience to educate him in the trade. t first 
everything appeared to move smoothly. Dut it 
was not long betore he found be was — 
money, and, notwitbetanding be bas change 
partners several times, his business has been on 
the dowu grade, result yesterday in his final 
collapse. He is spoken of as an honorable and 
honest man, and in bis misfortune will have the 
sympathy of a large circle of friends bere, as 
well as at his former home. 


THE CABLE ROAD. 
OVEROOMING MINOR DIFFICULTIES—THE sua

THE PREVAILING EPIDEMIC 


Suppression of Cases by the Health De- 
partment—The Disease in the Country 
Schools. 

Information came to Taz TRIBUNE yesterday 
that several cases of smail-pox had occurred at 
the Home of the Friendiess, corner of Wabash 
avenue and Twentieth street, and that no warn- 
ing cards had been put up except upon the in- 
side of the building upon the door of the room 
koown as the “ quarantine,” wherein afi cases 
of doubtful character were placed to develop. 
Furthermore, that the Health Department had 
suppressed these cases. 80 far as that is con- 
cerned the Health Department has suppressed 
quite a number of cases, and within a very re- 
cent period: The bridewell cases, of which 
there have been quite a number, have never 
been reported to the press. Small- pox is epi- 
demic in Chicago, and the public has a right to 
know the facts, and it bas a right to know where 
and when these cases occur, so that they may be 
warned. 

Last evening a TRIBUNE reporter went up to 
the Home for the Friendiess, and there was told 
by the Matron that there bad been three cases 
of smali-pox there. The officials of the institu- 
tion had made no effort to vonceal the facts, for 
as soon as they were found the Health Depart- 
ment was at ence notified. Drs. Hyde and 
Steele are the attending physicians there, and 
they have vaccinated over 300 persons there this 
year. It was true that no card had been put up 
upon the outside of the bullding, but the cases 
had been for several hours in the “ quarantine,” 
room, where a card was put up on the door, and

He 
thinks the minimum of the lands should be 
about the same as is provided in the Constitu- 
tion of Nebraska, in which State no school lands 
may be sold at less than $7.50 per acre. The 
Governor thinks that the present population of 
the Territory is about 175,000—giving an increase 
of about 40,000 since the last census. An ab- 
stract of assessment rolis returned to she 
Territorial Auditor is given, from which it 
appears that the total assessed valuation 
of ali the pruperty in the Territory is 
$31,300,000—an increase of $10,000,000 since 1 860. 
Tne real value of all property will no doubt ex- 
coed $50,000,000. While several counties have a 
heavy indebtedness for which they have little or 
nothing’: to show, the financial condition 
and credjt of the Territory are good. One can 
acarcely realize that the Missouri River can be 
navigated for nearly 1,000 miles within the limits 
of the Territory. The Governor recommends 
Congress to appropriate $250,00u for the im- 
provement of the river in the interests of com- 
merce. There are at least 1,500 miles of well- 
railroad service now in active opera- 
tion, and at least 500 miles more will be finished 
next year. Gov. Ordway recommends division

FINAN OIAL. 


Stocks opened at on!y a fractional concession, 
aud there were buyers for all the securities 
ordered soid by timid holders. No furtber bad 
news came from Europe. The Bank ot Engiand 
did not again advance its rate, no more failures 
were reported, and nothing was heard of impor- 
tance about loss of bullion by the Bank of En- 
giand or shipment of gold from New York. 
Foreign bankers in New York reported some 
London sella of American securities, but if 
London was selling New York and Chicago were 
buying, and any serious decline was averted, 
No symptons of uneasiness were to be detected 
in any of the American markets. The country 
banks are not sending in any unusual orders for 
currency, and do not seem to consider the 
French troubles as a matter of any concern to 
them. In consequence of this better state of af- 
fairs abroad, and the absence of any alarm here, 
the New York stock market improved steadily 
from the opening, and at the close showed an 
advance of 1 to 2 per cent over opening quota- 
tions. This recovery was not apparentiy hin- 
dered by a stringency in money, which carried 
the premium on loans to dependent borrowers 
as hich as 1-32 of 1 per cent. At the close the 
market was firm. 

Not tera Pacific preferred was active and 
weak. The bears sold it short, expecting that 
the adverse movement in Congress was likely to 
end in something delinitly disadvantageous to 
the road. President Villard says the preferred 
will pay 8 per cent In dévidends this year. 

It is denied that there is any corner in North- 
west, and in confirmation of the denial calls on 
Northwest are offered for 1½ per cent at 196 for 
thirty days, at 198 for sixty days, and at 140 for 
ninety days. 

Some outside quotations were: Oregon Trans- 
continental, 67%@70; Oregon Improvement 
bonds, 859,488; North River Construction Com- 
pany, in premium; American Cable, as 
premium. 

Vanderbilt was said to be buying New York 
Central in London, notwithst anding Gen. Burt's 
proposed construction of a competing line be- 
tween Buffalo and Albany to connect with the 
Hoosac Tunnel line.

Hunting for a Board of Trade Member - 
ship. - 

A bill was filed Monday, but suppressed for 
service, by Mary A. Lake against Nancy J. 
Wills. Washington M. Willis, James O. Wills, the 
Board of Trade, and Henry C. King, to spy out 
and discover assets of the defendants with which 
to satisfy ajudgment. Complainant says that 
in May, 1836, she recovered a judgment for 
SIA. I against Nancy J., Washington M., and 
James O. Wills. She has collected $10,000 on it, 
leaving $4,136 and interest still que. The Wilises 
do not seem to bave any property that can be 
seized on execution, but Washington M. Wilis 

a member of the Boa of Trade. 
and owns a share, or interest. or privilego in the 
Board of Trade. his membersnip constitutes a 
quasi franchise or priviiege, and bas a market or 
money Value of nearly $5,000. Such member- 
Ships aro frequentiy sold, and though not the 
subject of levy and sale under execution, never- 
theicss, as is claimed, covstitutes. equitable as- 
sets and property which ought to be reached by 
a court of equity. Wiis also has divers trades 

deais with H. C. King, and complainant 
thinks the latter must be owing aim something. 
She therefore asks that the defendants may be 
compelled to discover what assets of every kind 
they have, that the membership of W. M. Wills 
may be seize d and sold to satisfy ber claim, and 
that — may be compelled to pay ber judg- 
ment. 


Lament vs. Lamont. 

A rather singular vase is on trial before Judge 
Gardner, brought by Jennie Lamont against ber 
husband, rank Lamont, for separate mainte- 
nance. According to her story, she became ac- 
quainted with Lamont at Sunday-school, and 
after some time he promised to marry her, and 
under such promise seduced her. She visited 
Dr. Byford professionally, and after some time 
was sent to the Woman's Lying-In Hospital, but 
was refused admittance, and went to the Found- 
lings’ Home. Her mother, after seeking her 
everywhere, found der there, and took 
her home. The girl confessed ber trouble 
and the mother went to the Post-Ofice, where 
Lamout was employed as a clerk,and had a con- 
versation with Paimer, and he said Lamont 
ought to support the girl, A Warrant for La- 
mont's arrest Was sworn out ou the charge of 
bastardy, and he was given the alternative of 
marryite or going to jail. He was a minor, but 
his motber’s consent was obtained, and he mar- 
rie the complainant. They then separated, 
and he has never supported her, or dune any- 
thing for her. 

Lamont's story is that he married the gir! 
under duress in order to avoid omg to prison; 
that it was oniy done under the promise that she 
would not ask him for any support, or call upon 
him t) act as ber husband inuny way. He does 
not deny he is the father of ber child. but varvely 
says he kn ows nothing of its paternity. He says 
she is a strong woman. able to work out and 
earn a living, while he is sickly. He earns 300) 
a year in the post-office, but claims be ts obliged 
to support his brother, mother, and grand- 
mother, and asserts that it is quite unjustifiable 
that he should be called on to support a wife. 

There was the usual document introduced 
purporting to be signed by the wirl, in which she 
exonerates the defendant from uuy complicity 
in ber ruin.

~ SPONGES. — 


Sand, Lime, and Other Substances Used 


to Increase Their Weight. 
New York Tribune. 

“Why say anything about it? The public de- 
mands cheap sponges; the retail dealers know 
that every sponge they sell contains from W to 
60 per cent of fofeign matter; and they sell 
them at a price corresponding with the amount 
of the aduiteration. So no one is defrauded, 
and why seek to discover the secrets of our 
trade!“ 

These remarks were made recently by an im- 
porter of sponges in answer to a reporter's — 
tion why there was so much sand in his spong 
There are only half a dozen large sponge 
importing houses in this city, and, dissatisfied 
with the answer to his inquiry, the reporter 
visited all the other houses. Being neitber an 
article of food nor a drug, the sponge does not 
strictiy come under the specifications of the 
Adulteration act passed by the Legislature of 
this State at its lust session. The substances 
used in “loading”’ sponges ere sand, lime, mar- 
bie-dust, and a chemicaily-prepared substance, 
of which the ingredients are kept secret, 

The reasons for this habit, as given by one 
importer, are as follows: “It is an old custom 
derived from the Greeks. The Mediterranean 
sponges have always been received here filled 
with very fine sand, and the fishers of sheep’s- 
woul sponges in Florida have followed the same 
practice. Certainly the purchaser is deceived, 
but it is bis oon fault. He demands a first-class 
sponge, and is only willing to pay what a 
second-class sponge is worth. We, of course, 
satisfy bim by selling him the goods be requires 
afa price equal to what be would have paid 
for a sponge of an inferior quality. But 
he forgets that be has purchased his goods 
by weight, and has paid a price for com- 
mon sand far above What he could get it 
for of a regular dealer in sand. To illus- 
trate: Ihave a sponge bere worth $2.50 a pouad, 
A customer, a retail dealer, says he likes the 
sponge, but it is too expensive. What shall 1 
do? Lose the sale? Not at all. I show him an- 
otber box containing exactly the same grade of 
sponges, for which | only ask $1.75 4 pound. He 
thinks he has made a bargain and is satisfied. 
The truth is, he has purchased 50 per cent of 
sponge and the same amount of sand, his sponge 
Diame costing him $3.50 a pound. Whois to 

lame?’ 

Does not the sand or lime hurt the quality of 
the Sponge: 

“No, not much, for it mostly comes out when 
the sponge is first wet. It may injure the var- 
nish on a carriage a little, but that is at the risk 
of the purchaser, who aims at gett his 
sponges at a reduced price. You have doubt- 
less noticed that some sponges are very white. 
This is due to the fact t they are filled with 
lime instead of sand. Lime is — deceptive 
in regard to woight,and is somewhat injurious to 
the texture of the sponge, while if used in ba- 
thing, or espeviaily in dressmg wounds, it is really 
dangerous unless great care is taken to bave 
all the lime shaken out. In this latter use it is 
possible that the adulteration might come under 
the provisions of the jaw aganst the adultera- 
tion of drugs.“ 

Is there no remedy for this evil except by 
iegisiation?’”’ 

“There does not seem to be. I have tried to 
have the other dealers unite with mein agree- 
ing to sell sponges by the piece instead of by 
weight, and I have advised my customers to 
buy in that way; and some of them do so. Sen- 
ing by weight is purely an arbitrary rule, as the 
size, shape, texture, and the number of pieces. 
form the only true basis of vaiue. I fully rec- 
ognize the necessity ofa reform in the matter, 
bat one dealer can’t accomplish it alone.”
